$98,000.00,  and  of  $36,285.00  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Sinking  Funds  for  the  Redemption  of  the 
Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  Improvement  Bonds.  The  latter  Funds  now  amount  to  $995,- 
108.82. 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  Company’s  funded  debt  stood  at  $31,305,543.91,  a 
reduction  during  the  year  of  $98,000.00;  but  by  the  refunding  operations  of  September  1st, 
hereinafter  explained,  a further  reduction  of  $319,043.91  has  since  been  made,  and  its  total 
funded  debt  now  stands  at  $30,986,500.00. 


Refunding  Operations  Completed. 

The  plans  authorized  by  the  stockholders  at  their  last  annual  meeting  to  provide  for  pay- 
ment at  their  maturity  of  the  Certificates  of  Indebtedness  and  land  mortgage  notes  of  the 
Eastern  Railroad  Company,  and  the  First  Mortgage  Bonds  of  the  Central  Massachusetts 
Railroad  Company,  amounting  in  all  to  $10,319,043.91,  have  been  carried  out  by  the  sale  of 
ten  million  dollars  of  this  Company’s  twenty  year  four  per  cent,  refunding  bonds;  and  begin- 
ning September  1,  1906,  the  Company’s  bond  interest  and  sinking  fund  payments  will  be 
thereby  reduced  at  an  annual  rate  of  $267,246.00. 


Other  Refundings  to  be  Made. 

Boston  & Maine  Railroad  Improvement  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  $500,000.00  will  become 
payable  February  1,  1907,  but  there  will  be,  on  that  date,  an  accumulation  of  sinking  funds 
applicable  to  their  payment  approximating  $266,000.00. 

Portland  & Rochester  Railroad  Company  Terminal  Bonds  amounting  to  $113,500.00 
which,  by  the  purchase  of  that  Railroad  in  1900,  became  a part  of  this  Company’s  funded 
debt,  will  become  due  October  1,  1907. 

The  sale  of  the  $10,000,000.00  of  this  Company’s  refunding  bonds  of  September  1,  1906, 
above  referred  to,  has  produced,  including  the  premium  received  above  their  par  value, 
$10,150,000.00,  but  the  funded  debt  which  they  were  issued  to  discharge  amounted  to  $10,- 
319,043.91,  and  there  is  consequently  a balance  of  $169,043.91  to  be  provided  for. 

It  is  recommended  that  authority  be  given  for  the  issue  and  sale,  at  such  time  as  your 
Directors  shall  deem  advisable,  of  not  exceeding  $500,000.00  of  refunding  bonds,  the  pro- 
ceeds to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  these  several  amounts,  and  an  article  giving  this 
authority  has  been  incorporated  in  the  call  for  the  stockholders’  meeting. 


Floating  Debt. 

As  shown  in  the  General  Balance  Sheet,  the  Company’s  notes  payable  amounted',  at  the 
close  of  the  year,  to  $3,450,000.00.  This  indebtedness  consisted  of  expenditures  made  for 
new  equipment  in  anticipation  of  the  proceeds — authorized  to  be  used  therefor — of  the  Sep- 
tember 1st  issue  of  new  common  stock,  and  for  improvements  upon  leased  roads,  repayment 
for  which  is  to  be  provided  through  the  issue  and  sale  of  their  stocks  and  bonds.  At  the  date 
of  this  report  $1,850,000.00  of  the  indebtedness  has  been  discharged,  and  the  remainder  will 
be  disposed  of  as  the  obligations  given  therefor  mature.

The  American  Express  Company  performs  all  through  express  service;  also  doing  business 
between  local  points  at  a compensation  based  on  weights  carried. 

The  Pullman  Company,  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  and  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hart- 
ford Railroad  parlor  and  sleeping  cars  operate  over  line  on  a mileage  basis. 

The  Company  during  the  year  paid  the  Pullman  Company  $77,686.42,  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  $7,022.36;  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad,  $4,186.80. 

The  following  freight  transportation  companies  operate  over  line:  so-called  Red  Line, 
White  Line,  Blue  Line,  Canadian  Southern  Line,  Merchants’  Dispatch  Transportation 
Company,  West  Shore  Line,  Hoosac  Tunnel  Line,  Nickel  Plate  Line,  Rome,  Watertown  and 
Ogdensburgh  Line,  North  Shore  Despatch,  Grand  Trunk  Despatch,  Erie  Despatch,  National 
Despatch,  Great  Eastern  Line,  Canadian  Pacific  Despatch  and  others.  The  Merchants’ 
Despatch  Transportation  Company  have  their  own  cars  and  receive  a commission  on  the 
business  it  furnishes.  The  railroad  companies  forming  the  other  lines  furnish  cars  to  each 
line,  the  ownership  of  such  cars  remaining  with  each  railroad  company  and  repairs  are  made 
at  expense  of  owners. 

The  United  States  Government  pays  annually  for  transportation  of  mails  on  weight  and 
car  service  furnished  as  fixed  by  the  Government.

On  or  about  March  27,  1903,  H.  J.  Robinson  was  appointed  receiverjin  an  action  Tin 
foreclosure  brought  by  the  People’s  Trust  Company,  trustee.  The  receiver  continuedito 
operate  the  road  as  directed  by  the  court.  He  retained  his  office  of  secretary  and  treasurer 
of  the  Company,  and  as  such  has  reported  the  operation  of  the  road  during  the  term  of  his 
receivership  down  to  and  including  the  report  for  the  quarter  ending  December  31,  1905. 

On  May  31,  1906,  the  entire  property  of  the  railroad  was  sold  by’M.  F.  McGoldrick  as 
referee,  and  at  such  sale  the  railroad  was  bought  in  l>v  Edward  Johnson  on  behalf  of  a 
reorganization  committee. 

The  receiver  has  rendered  an  account  of  his  proceedings  and  same  has  been  passed  upon 
by  the  court,  and  he  is  now  awaiting  his  formal  discharge  as  receiver. 

During  the  period  covered  by  following  report  the  road  was  operated  from  July  1,  1905, 
to  and  including  September  4,  1905.  This  report  covers  all  matters;by  the  receiver  down 
to  June  30,  1906,  and  property  was  acquired  by  Canarsie  Railroad  Company.  (See  report, 
post,  this  volume.)

This  Company  was  organized  by  filing  articles  of  association  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State,  on  the  14th  day  of  November,  1904,  and  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  County  of 
New  York,  on  the  16th  day  of  November,  1906,  to  build  and  operate  a surface  steam  rail- 
road from  Arkville  to  East  Branch,  with  a branch  from  Shavertown  to  Andes,  all  in  the 
county  of  Delaware  and  State  of  New  York.  Certificate  under  Section  59  of  the  Railroad 
Law  was  granted  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  New  York  on  the 
28th  day  of  July,  1905.  Immediately  upon  the  granting  of  the  said  certificate,  the  Company 
began  the  construction  of  its  railroad,  and  on  June  30,  1906,  had  13.67  miles  of  line  laid 
with  steel  rail  and  the  balance  thereof  graded.  This  13.67  miles  was  in  full  operation  on 
said  date;  operations  began  June  4,  1906. 

On  March  21,  1906,  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  consented  to  the  issue  of  a first 
mortgage  for  $1,000,000;  $800,000  of  first  mortgage  bonds  have  been  issued  to  date  of  this 
report. 

Since  this  report  the  formal  opening  of  the  main  line,  which  is  37 . 52  miles  in  extent,  from 
East  Branch  to  Arkville,  was  held  on  Saturday,  November.  17th,  1906,  and  the  road  will 
from  that  date  handle  passenger  and  freight  traffic  between  those  points.  The  Andes 
Branch,  which  is  9.09  miles  in  length,  is  not  quite  completed.  We,  however,  hope  to  have 
it  completed  by  the  first  of  the  year,  the  weather  permitting,  which  would  make  the  total 
mileage  46 . 61,  as  reported.  The  switches  and  side-tracks  of  the  line  should  bring  it  to  nearly 
50  miles  of  rails.

Financial. 

The  General  Balance  Sheet,  published  herewith,  shows  the  financial  condition  of  the  com- 
pany at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

The  Prior  Lien  Bond  issue  is  unchanged.  Your  company  has  received  from  the  Trustee 
$1,603,000.00  of  General  Lien  bonds,  being  the  sixth  million  of  the  $17,000,000.00  of  General 
Lien  bonds  reserved  for  construction  purposes;  $179,000.00  on  account  of  Equipment  Trust 
payments:  $265,000.00  in  exchange  for  Tioga  Railroad  Tioga  Extension  bonds,  which 
matured  October  1,  1905,  and  $159,000.00  in  exchange  for  a part  of  the  Elmira  State  Line 
Railroad  bonds  which  matured  the  same  date.  Your  company  is  entitled  to  receive  about 
$160,000.00  more  of  these  bonds  on  account  of  N.  Y.,  P.  & O.  Car  Trust  payments.  Your 
company  has  also  received  from  the  Trustee  of  the  General  Mortgage  an  additional  $12,- 
000,000.00  of  Convertible  bonds,  of  which  $11,015,000.00  have  been  sold  and  the  balance 
$985,000.00,  placed  with  the  securities  in  the  treasury. 

The  account  “ Erie  Railroad  Properties,  including  Leased  Lines,”  shows  an  increase  of 
$295,998.18,  due  to  charging  this  account  with  the  discount  on  bonds  sold  during  the  year 
and  payment  to  the  State  of  New  York  account  of  increase  in  the  common  capital  stock; 
less  amounts  paid  on  mortgages  on  real  estate  in  excess  of  mortgages  assumed  during  the  year. 

The  increase  of  $4,107,051.39  in  construction  and  $3,572,586.17  in  equipment  has  been 
explained,  with  the  exception  that  during  the  fiscal  year  there  has  been  charged  to  operating 
expenses  and  equipment  account  credited,  a portion  of  the  cost  of  the  544  box  cars  pur- 
chased during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1901,  to  which  reference  was  made  in  the  report  for 
that  year. 

The  account  “ Miscellaneous  Securities  Owned  ” shows  an  increase  Qf  $4,439,715.47  due 
to  your  company  having  received  Erie  Railroad  Company  General  Lien  bonds,  Erie  Railroad 
Company  Convertible  bonds,  Chicago  & Western  Indiana  Railroad  Company  bonds,  common 
capital  stock  of  the  Hocking  Valley  Railway  Company,  capital  stock  of  the  Erie  & Jersey 
Railroad  Company,  and  other  miscellaneous  securities  in  excess  of  the  $44,000.00  of  Mutual 
Terminal  Company  of  Buffalo  bonds  disposed  of,  $25,000.00  of  which  were  redeemed  and 
$19,000.00  sold. 

A new  account  has  been  opened  entitled  “ Cash  with  Trustee  for  new  Equipment,” 
$8,476,800.44.  This  represents  the  balance  not  accounted  for  as  having  been  expended  to- 
June  30  by  Mr.  E.  T.  Stotesbury,  trustee,  under  the  terms  of  Equipment  Trust  Lease  and 
Agreement,  Series  “I.” 

Messrs.  J.  P.  Morgan  & Co.,  as  trustees  of  the  Pennsylvania  collateral  sinking  fund, 
during  the  fiscal  year  redeemed  $248,000.00  par  value  of  the  Erie  Railroad  Company’s 
Pennsylvania  collateral  four  per  cent,  gold  bonds,  paying  therefor  $234,537.50,  which 
amount  represents  the  increase  in  the  account  “ Pennsylvania  Collateral  Trust  Bonds 
Redeemed.”  The  total  par  value  of  these  bonds  redeemed  at  the  close  of  the  year  is 
$1,363,000.00. 

The  account  “ Due  from  Subsidiary  Companies  ” increased  $964,599.94,  a large  portion 
of  which  is  due  from  the  Erie  Companies  and  is  fully  secured.  Advances  have  also  been 
made  to  the  Erie  and  Jersey,  Columbus  and  Erie  and  Genesee  River  Railroads  for  con- 
struction purposes. 

The  increase  in  “ Bonded  Debt  ” has  been  explained. 

The  account  ‘‘Construction  Obligations”  shows  a decrease  of  $2,168.66,  representing 
$11,000.00  paid  on  construction  notes  of  the  New  York,  Lake  Erie  & Western  Railroad 
Company,  less  $8,831.34  due  the  City  of  Buffalo  for  grade  crossing  work  in  excess  of  amounts 
paid  during  the  year  for  that  purpose. 

The  account  “ Mortgages  on  Real  Estate  ” has  been  reduced  $68,000.00  by  payments 
made  during  the  year. 

The  account  “ Reserve  Funds,”  which  consists  of  two  items,  increased  $107,073.76. 
The  item  ‘‘  For  Improvements  authorized  to  June  30,  1903,”  decreased  $78,060.83,  due  to 
charges  against  this  account  as  heretofore  explained  under  the  head  of  “Additions  and 
Improvements  ” and  in  the  profit  and  loss  account  the  item,  “Miscellaneous  Special  Funds,” 
increased  $185,134.59,  due  to  your  company  having  retired  from  service  cars,  locomotives 
and  floating  equipment  of  greater  value  than  were  rebuilt  or  purchased  during  the  year  and 
charged  to  this  account. 

The  increase  of  $365,601.53  in  the  account  “Accrued  Pennsylvania  Coal  Company’s 
Sinking  Fund,”  represents  ten  cents  per  ton  on  all  coal  mined  from  the  mines  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Coal  Company  during  the  fiscal  year.

Your  company  has,  therefore,  been  reimbursed  from  the  sale  of  bonds  for  all  expenditures 
made  under  the  terms  of  the  First  Consolidated  Mortgage  Deed,  the  General  Mortgage  and 
the  Pennsylvania  Collateral  Indenture,  and  has  in  the  Treasury  $3,857,638.69  to  be  ex- 
pended under  the  terms  of  the  respective  mortgages. 

General  Remarks. 

Additions  and  improvements  to  the  property  and  equipment  of  the  Company  aggregating 
$9,713,167.99  have  been  made  during  the  year,  of  which  $7,713,440.01  has  been  charged  to 
Capital  Account,  and  $1,999,727.98  has  been  paid  from  the  Company’s  income. 

Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  the  construction  of  the  Erie  & 
Jersey  Railroad  between  Mount  Hope  (Guymard)  and  Highland  Mills,  the  incorporation  of 
which  was  noted  in  the  last  report. 

In  further  continuance  of  the  plan  to  secure  a low  grade  line  with  better  alignment  between 
Port  Jervis  and  Jersey  City,  the  construction  of  an  improved  line  between  Highland  Mills 
and  Passaic  Junction,  a distance  of  33  miles,  has  been  authorized.  These  improvements 
when  completed  will  reduce  the  present  grades  between  Port  Jervis  and  Jersey  City  from  a 
maximum  of  1.25  per  cent,  east  and  1.25  per  cent,  west  to  a maximum  of  0.2  per  cent,  east 
and  0.6  per  cent,  west,  with  the  exception  of  a helper  grade  from  Port  Jervis  to  Guymard,  and 
reduce  the  curvature  generally  to  a maximum  of  1 degree  30  seconds,  eliminating  1329  de- 
grees of  central  angle,  from  all  of  which  it  is  expected  to  increase  the  train  load  eastbound 
63  per  cent,  and  westbound  83  per  cent. 

The  electrification  of  the  line  between  Rochester  and  Mount  Morris,  N.  Y.,  a distance  of 
34  miles,  is  under  contract  and  being  rapidly  pushed  to  completion. 

The  company  has  acquired  by  purchase  a valuable  block  of  property  located  on -the  Har- 
lem River  between  149th  and  150th  streets,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  to  be  used  as  a terminal 
for  receiving  and  delivering  freight  in  that  section  of  the  city,  from  which  it  expects  to 
derive  a largely  increased  business. 

To  provide  for  the  necessary  enlargement  of  facilities  required  to  handle  the  increased 
freight  traffic,  additional  land  has  been  acquired  at  Jersey  City,  Orange,  Ramapo,  Port 
Jervis,  Southport,  North  Tonawanda,  Jamestown,  Cleveland,  Akron,  O.,  and  Marion. 

A new  coal  storage  and  transfer  plaift  under  cover,  with  a capacity  of  30,000  tons  has  been 
constructed  at  East  Buffalo,  N.  Y. 

During  the  year  122  industrial  establishments  were  located  on  the  line  of  road,  79  of  which 
have  direct  side  track  connection.  In  addition,  26  industries  were  located  where  they  are 
reached  by  paying  switching  charges  to  other  companies.  Side  tracks  have  been  con- 
structed to  12  industries  not  heretofore  reached,  and  side  tracks  extended  at  23  industries, 
previously  located,  to  take  care  of  increased  business. 

$20,574,864  34  or  57.35  per  cent,  of  the  total  operating  expenses  was  paid  by  the  company 
direct  to  labor,  being  distributed  among  36.491  employees. 

More  than  a majority  of  the  common  capital  stock  of  the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  & Dayton 
Railway  Company  having  been  purchased  at  the  request  of  your  board,  through  the  inter- 
vention of  Messrs.  J.  P.  Morgan  & Co.,  with  the  approval  of  the  stockholders  at  the  annual 
meeting  in  October,  1905,  it  appeared  to  your  board  subsequently  that  it  would  be  to  the 
interest  of  your  company  to  dispose  of  this  stock.  This  it  was  enabled  to  do  and  did  do, 
without  loss,  by  reason  of  the  voluntary  offer  of  Mr.  J.  Pierpont  Morgan  to  take  the  stock 
from  your  company  at  cost,  such  offer  being  thereupon  accepted. 

For  the  purposes  specified  in  the  general  mortgage  dated  April  1,  1903,  your  board  at  its 
meetings  held  on  September  20,  1905,  and  November  29,  1905,  authorized  the  issuance  of 
$12,000,000  of  the  $40,000,000  4 per  cent,  convertible  gold  bonds  secured  by  said  general 
mortgage  and  reserved  for  issuance  from  time  to  time,  such  bonds  to  be  designated  as  “Series 
B,”  dated  October  1,  1905,  and  to  be  convertible  into  common  stock  of  the  company  at  any 
time  after  two  and  before  twelve  years  from  October  1,  1905,  at  the  rate  of  $60.00  per  share. 

1 hese  bonds,  with  the  exception  of  $985,000  held  in  the  company’s  treasury  for  future  use, 
have  been  sold.

The  Buffalo  Creek  Railroad  is  also  leased  to  this  company  and  the  Erie  Railroad  Company 
Jointly. 

The  following  is  taken  from  the  report  of  the  company  to  its  stockholders:  ‘‘  Pursuant 

to  authority  of  your  board  there  were  issued  during  the  year  $4,000,000  General  Consolidated 
Mortgage  four  per  cent,  bonds.  $1,900,000  of  the  same  were  sold  and  the  proceeds  used  in 
retiring  $1,500,000  Pennsylvania  and  New  York  Canal  and  Railroad  Company  First  Mort- 
gage seven  per  cent,  bonds  and  $300,000  Canastota  Northern  Railroad  Company  six  per 
cent,  bonds,  which  matured  June  1,  1906,  and  July  1,  1906,  respectively.  These  bonds 
were  guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  Company  and 
the  retirement  thereof  by  the  issuance  of  General  Consolidated  Mortgage  bonds  will  effect 
an  annual  saving  of  $47,000  in  the  fixed  charges  of  your  company.  $100,000  of  the  General 
Consolidated  Mortgage  bonds  were  pledged  with  the  Trustee  of  the  Warriour  Run  Trust 
Agreement  to  take  the  place  of  a like  amount  of  Warriour  Run  Stock  Purchase  bonds, 
surrendered  and  cancelled.  The  remaining  $2,000,000  bonds  are  in  your  treasury. 

On  October  13,  1905,  your  board  authorized  the  purchase  of  the  entire  capital  stock  of 
Coxe  Brothers  and  Company,  Incorporated,  The  Delaware,  Susquehanna  and  Schuylkill 
Railroad  Company,  The  Drifton  Water  Company,  The  Oneida  Water  Company,  The  Beaver 
Meadow  Water  Company  and  the  Tomhicken  W"ater  Company.  The  properties  so  acquired 
were  surrendered  to  your  company  on.  November  1,  1905,  as  going  concerns,  with  accounts 
receivable,  cash,  stocks  of  coal  and  materials  on  hand  and  without  liabilities  of  any  character, 
other  than  current  monthly  bills  and  a contract  for  the  purchase  of  one  thousand  100,000- 
pound  capacity  steel  coal  cars,  of  which  333  had  been  delivered.  To  provide  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  above  mentioned  properties,  including  the  667  cars  not  delivered,  your  board 
authorized  the  issue  of  $19,000,000  Collateral  Trust  bonds,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of 
four  per  cent,  per  annum,  under  a trust  agreement,  dated  November  1,  1905,  with  the 
Girard  Trust  Company  as  Trustee,  pledging  as  collateral  security  thereunder  the  capital 
stocks  of  Coxe  Brothers  and  Company,  Incorporated,  and  The  Delaware,  Susquehanna  and 
Schuylkill  Railroad  Company.  These  bonds  mature  at  the  rate  of  $1,000,000  each  year 
in  semi-annual  installments,  beginning  August  1,  1907,  the  last  installment  maturing 
February  1,  1926.  Such  of  the  net  current  assets  of  the  comnanies  purchased  as  were  not 
required  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  have  been  liquidated  and  credited  on  the  books 
as  a reserve  for  the  depreciation  of  those  properties.  The  net  results  to  your  Company 
from  the  operation  of  these  ^properties  since  the  date  acquired,  notwithstanding  the  sus- 
pension of  mining  for  practically  two  months,  have  been  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on 
the  bonds  issued  for  the  purchase  thereof  and  provide  a substantial  amount  which  may  be 
applied  to  the  retirement  of  the  same. 
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Further  advances  were  made  during  the  year  for  the  construction  of  the  The  Lehigh 
and  Lake  Erie  Railroad,  amounting  to  $653,717.18,  and  in  partial  settlement  thereof  $620,000 
of  that  company’s  First  Mortgage  four  per  cent,  bonds  (mention  of  which  was  made  in 
the  last  annual  report)  were  received  and  placed  in  the  treasury  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Rail- 
road Company,  making  $1,200,000  bonds  received  on  this  account  to  date. 

Payments  were  made  on  account  of  matured  principal  of  Equipment  Trusts  “A,”  “ B,” 
“ C,”  “ D,”  “ E,”  “ F,”  “ G,”  and  “ H,”  to  the  amount  of  $1,002,000  and  in  the  amount 
of  $120,000  on  account  of  Maritime  Mortgage  bonds  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Transportation 
Company,  a total  of  $1,122,000.  Car  Trust  Series  “A”  matured  February  1,  1906,  and 
was  paid  off.  The  trust  agreement,  under  which  the  certificates  were  issued,  was  satisfied  of 
record  and  the  title  to  the  equipment  pledged  thereunder,  consisting  of  two  thousand  box 
cars,  vested  in  your  company.  The  total  outstanding  equipment  trust  obligations  of  the 
company  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  were  $2,811,000,  Equipment  Trust  certificates, 
Series  “ H,”  for  $630,000,  being  in  the  treasury.”

At  June  30,  1906,  the  43  miles  of  road  as  described  in  last  year’s  report  are  fully  equipped 
for  and  are  operated  by  electricity.  See  description  of  road  this  report. 

About  42  miles,  in  addition  to  above,  are  contemplated  for  electrical  reconstruction; 
these  lines  are  from  Long  Island  City  (from  Manhattan)  to  Winfield,  to  Port  Washington; 
branch  from  main  line  to  Whitestone  Landing;  from  Winfield  to  Jamaica;  from  Winfield 
to  Ozone  Park. 

$4,517,000  Refunding  Mortgage  bonds  were  issued  during  the  year  to  provide  for  im-

A resolution  was  passed  under  date  of  November  17,  1905,  providing  for  the  issue  to  the 
stockholders,  at  par,  of  $17,192,500  of  the  balance  of  capital  stock  authorized  but  unissued, 
being  13  per  cent,  of  their  holdings.  Jhe  new  capital  stock  is  entitled  to  all  dividends  de- 
clared subsequent  to  that  payable  January  15,  1906. 

During  the  year  there  were  acquired  14,990  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Rochester 
and  Eastern  Rapid  Railway  Company,  operating  an  electric  line  between  Rochester  and 
Geneva:  and  3,000  shares,  or  one-half  of  the  capital  stock,  of  the  Schenectady  Railway  Com- 
pany, operating  an  electric  line  in  the  city  of  Schenectady,  with  branches  to  Albany,  Iroy 
and'Ballston. 

The  securities  in  various  electric  lines  in  New  York  State,  purchased  this  year,  together 
with  those  previously  acquired,  were  exchanged  for  $6,000,000  of  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Mohawk  Valley  Company,  which  was  organized  during  the  year  with  a capital  stock  of 
$100,000,  afterwards  increased  to  $10,000,000. 


New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River. 
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Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  on  the  work  connected  with  the  improvement  of  the 
Grand  Central  terminal  and  the  electrification  of  lines  to  Croton  and  North  White  Plains. 
The  main  power  stations  at  Port  Morris  and  Yonkers  are  nearly  completed  and  work  on 
sub-stations  at  various  points  and  transmission  lines  is  well  under  way.  It  is  expected 
that  operation  by  electric  traction,  between  the  Grand  Central  Station  and  temporary  ter- 
minals at  Woodlawn  and  High  Bridge,  will  be  installed  during  the  coming  year. 

Among  the  important  improvements  under  way,  or  completed,  are  the  abolition  of  grade 
crossings  at  various  points  on  the  system,  the  relief  of  main  tracks  between  Albany  and 
Buffalo  by  construction  of  additional  sidings,  etc.,  and  the  continuation  of  double  tracking, 
revision  of  grades  and  the  construction  of  additional  sidings  on  the  Pennsylvania  division. 

During  the  year  $16,947,800  of  capital  stock  have  been  issued.  The  following  physical 
changes  have  been  made  during  the  year: 

The  Auburn  branch  has  been  decreased  1.95  miles  on  account  of  new  connection  with 
main  line  at  Solvay. 

The  Spuyten  Duyvil  and  Port  Morris  Railroad  has  been  shortened  73-100  of  a mile  by 
the  construction  of  a new  line,  known  as  the  “ Marble  Hill  Cut-off,”  and  the  consequent 
abandonment  of  the  long  curve  at  Kingsbridge.  Seven  grade  crossings  were  eliminated  by 
this  change  of  location  of  line.  The  crossings  abolished  were  at  Kingsbridge  Road,  East 
230th  street,  Broadway,  Corlear  street.  West  230th  street,  Spuyten  Duyvil  road  and  Old 
Kingsbridge  road. 

Increases  in  mileage  occurred  as  follows: 

Troy  and  Schenectady  branch,  1-100  of  a mile,  on  account  of  change  of  alignment. 

Extensions  and  new  mine  branches  caused  an  increase  of  .2.35  miles  on  the  Beech  Creek 
Railroad,  and  1-100  of  a mile  on  the  Beech  Creek  Extension  Railroad. 

Additional  trackage  rights  covering  14.35  miles  have  been  acquired  over  the  Cherry  Tree 
and  Dixonville  Railroad.

i^The  following  are  extracts  from  the  report  of  the  company  to  its  stockholders: 

The  six  track  construction  of  the  Harlem  River  and  Port  Chester  Railroad  has  been  con- 
tinued, but  with  many  unavoidable  delays.  A portion  of  the  line  will  be  ready  for  service 
during  the  present  fiscal  year. 

The  four  track  Scherzer  lift  bridges  at  Westport  and  at  Cos  Cob  have  been  put  in  serv'C-e 
and  the  one  at  Naugatuck  Junction  will  be  completed  during  the  present  fiscal  year. 

The  extension  of  the  second  track  from  Southboro  to  Marlboro  Junction,  Mass.,  has  been 
completed,  making  the  double  track  complete  from  South  Framingham  to  Marlboro  Junction. 

The  extension  of  the  second  track  from  South  Braintree  to  Whitman,  Mass.,  a distance  of 
10. 6 miles  is  nearly  completed,  and  will  be  shortly  put  in  service. 

The  extension  of  the  second  track  from  Nantasket  Junction  to  Cohasset  will  be  completed 
before  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  section  of  second  track  from  Derby  Junction  to  Shelton  including  the  bridge  over  the 
Housatonic  River,  has  been  completed  and  is  in  service. 

The  second  track  construction  between  Seymour  and  Waterbury,  Conn.,  is  progressing 
satisfactorily, — work  is  actively  under  way  at  all  points. 

The  second  track  between  Hopewell  Junction  and  Danbury,  a distance  of  35  miles  is  com- 
pleted, and  in  service. 

An  extension  of  the  second  track  between  Danbury  and  Hawleyville  has  been  authorized 
and  should  be  completed  during  the  present  fiscal  year. 

Changes  in  the  yard  and  freight  facilities  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  are  in  progress.  The  freight 
houses  have  been  completed,  and  are  in  service,  and  the  balance  of  the  work  will  be  com- 
pleted as  rapidly  as  the  work  being  done  by  the  Connecticut  River  Bridge  and  Highway 
District  will  permit. 

The  second  track  construction  on  the  Highland  Division  between  Waterbury  and  Bristol 
for  a distance  of  14.5  miles,  has  been  placed  under  contract  and  work  is  in  progress. 

The  work  contemplates  improvement  of  alignment  and  grades  which  will  materially  im- 
prove operating  conditions. — shortening  the  distance  1.21  miles,  eliminating  1200  degrees 
of  curvature  and  reducing  the  summit  elevation  24.5  feet. 

Coal  discharging  facilities  at  New  Haven  have  been  completed  and  are  in  service. 

The  construction  of  a double  track  connection  between  Needham  and  West  Roxbury, 
Mass.,  a distance  of  4.5  miles  is  nearing  completion,  and  it  is  hoped  will  be  put  in  service 
by  November  1st,  1906. 

The  work  of  providing  additional  tracks  through  the  city  of  New  Haven  was  started  late 
in  the  fall  of  1905  and  has  been  very  actively  prosecuted.  Exceptionally  good  progress  has 
been  made,  and  it  is  hoped  two  of  the  four  tracks  can  be  put  in  service  before  the  close  of 
this  year 

The  construction  of  new  locomotive  shops  at  Readville,  Mass.,  is  under  way  and  very 
satisfactory  progress  is  being  made. 

At  Providence  the  Providence  Terminal  Company  is  engaged  in  the  construction  of  a 
double  track  connecting  line  about  two  miles  long  from  the  Union  passenger  station  to  East 
Providence.  It  will  require  approximately  two  years  to  complete  this  work.  On  the  com- 
pletion of  the  same  it  will  be  possible  to  divert  trains  by  this  route,  thereby  relieving  the 
congestion  now  existing  on  the  route  through  Pawtucket,  permitting  the  operation  of  the 
electrie  service  between  Fall  River  and  the  Union  passenger  station  in  Providence,  and  en- 
abling a through  all-rail  service  to  be  established  between  New  York  and  Newport  by  way 
of  Fall  River. 

Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  in  the  construction  of  four  tracks  and  the  elimination 
of  all  the  grade  crossings  through  Attleboro.  Mass.,  and  it  is  hoped  to  complete  the  work 
before  the  close  of  the  present  year.  This  work  has  been  done  under  a decree  of  the  Superior 
Court  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  construction  of  the  new  Scherzer  double  track  lift  bridge  over  the  Connecticut  River 
at  Lyme  is  progressing  satisfactorily, — the  piers  and  abutments  have  been  constructed  to 
receive  two  additional  tracks  when  required. 

Extensive  renewals  of  bridges  have  been  made  with  a view  to  permitting  the  operation  of 
heavier  locomotives,  thereby  increasing  the  train  loads.  The  main  line  between  New  York 
and  Boston  and  between  New  Haven  and  Springfield  should  be  completed  and  ready  for 
operation  during  the  coming  year. 

Grade  crossings  have  been  eliminated  in  the  various  states  as  follows:  Massachusetts,  24; 
Rhode  Island,  6;  Connecticut,  4:  New  York,  1:  total,  35. 

In  order  to  comply  with  legislative  enactment  requiring  the  substitution  for  locomotives 
of  some  other  form  of  motive  power  not  requiring  combustion  in  the  operation  of  the  Grand 
Central  Station  and  approaches  within  the  city  limits  of  New  York,  your  company  is  install- 
ing apparatus  for  electrical  operation. 

The  company  is  arranging  to  use  the  single-phase  alternating  current  system  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  an  overhead  conductor  and  avoiding  the  difficulties  and  dangers  of  the 
third  rail. 

Contract  has  been  awarded  for  the  equipment  of  a section  of  track  21  miles  in  length 
between  Woodlawn  and  Stamford. 

The  overhead  system  has  been  designed  to  serve  the  present  four  tracks  and  provision 
has  been  made  for  two  additional  tracks  between  New  Rochelle  and  Port  Chester.  The 
construction  is  of  the  most  substantial  character  throughout,  consisting  of  transverse 
bridges,  erected  at  intervals  of  300  feet.  Two  cables  are  used  for  each  wire  and  form  a 
double  catenary  suspension,  carrying  the  trolley  wire  by  means  of  triangular  supports, 
thus  making  it  possible  to  maintain  the  trolley  wire  in  a horizontal  line. 

The  power  house  is  located  at  Cos  Cob  and  will  contain  three  turbo-generator  units  of 
3,000  Kw.  capacity  each,  single-phase  rating.  Provision  has  been  made  for  the  addition 
of  a fourth  unit,  in  anticipation  of  an  increasing  demand,  and  also  for  the  duplication  of 
the  present  power  house  on  the  same  site. 

The  Westinghouse  Electric  & Manufacturing  Company  is  building  for  your  company 
thirty-five  electric  locomotives  which  are  designed  to  operate  at  will  over  tracks  equipped 
for  either  alternating  current  or  direct  current  operation. 

Contracts  were  early  placed  for  all  necessary  work  and  material  and  the  wbrk  was  in 
active  progress  early  in  the  present  year.  ^ 
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The  actual  initiation  of  electric  operation  will  be  delayed  on  account  of  slow  deliveries  of 
material,  but  it  should  be  in  readiness  for  operation  before  the  close  of  the  present  calendar 

year. 

The  construction  of  a relief  line  between  Greenwich  and  Danbury,  passing  through 
Ridgefield,  has  been  authorized. 

This  line  will  be  constructed  in  the  most  substantial  manner,  and  with  double  tracks  and 
will  relieve  the  New  York  Division  of  a portion  of  its  present  heavy  freight  business  and  at 
the  same  time  reduce  the  distance  between  New  York  and  the  Berkshire  Hills  materially, 
enabling  a more  satisfactory  service  to  be  given  than  by  the  present  route. 

With  the  construction  of  two  additional  tracks  between  New  Rochelle  and  the  junction 
with  this  new  line  in  Greenwich  which  is  in  contemplation,  the  congestion  which  has  embar- 
rassed the  operation  of  the  property  so  seriously  heretofore  will  be  unnecessary,  and  should 
not  again  be  manifest. 

Land  has  been  acquired  on  Massachusetts  avenue  in  Boston  for  an  additional  freight 
terminal  and  a freight  house  and  delivery  tracks  have  been  constructed  upon  the  same. 
It  is  the  intention  to  provide  all  needed  facilities  at  this  point  for  all  business  seeking  this 
location  in  preference  to  the  other  terminals  of  the  company  in  South  Boston. 

Two  tracks  have  been  authorized  to  be  constructed  between  Larchmont  and  New  Rochelle, 
New  York,  to  be  used  by  the  New  York  and  Stamford  Railway  Company  under  contract 
with  this  company  to  enable  a more  efficient  service  to  be  given  in  connection  with  the 
rapid  transit  service  that  will  be  established  when  the  six  tracks  between  Harlem  River  and 
New  Rochelle  are  completed. 

Substantial  progress  has  been  made  in  the  work  of  rebuilding  the  tracks  and  terminals, 
including  the  elimination  of  the  grade  crossings  in  Waterbury,  Conn.  The  work  should  be' 
completed  during  the  year  1907. 

The  following  leased  lines  have  been  merged  effective  upon  the  dates  named  and  their 
outstanding  obligations  have  been  assumed  and  are  included  in  this  year’s  balance  sheet:

As  a result  of  these  mergers  so  serious  changes  have  been  made  in  the  balance  sheet* 
comparison  of  the  same  with  that  of  the  previous  year  is  necessarily  unsatisfactory  and  of 
no  advantage. 

An  arrangement  has  been  entered  into  with  the  firm  of  Price,  Waterhouse  & Company, 
chartered  accountants,  to  examine  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Company  and  of  its 
subsidiary  and  controlled  properties. 

A most  thorough  examination  has  been  made  and  all  changes  recommended  have  been 
adopted  and  the  certificate  of  the  firm  as  to  income,  profit  and  loss  and  the  balance  sheet 
appearing  in  this  report  is  published  in  connection  with  the  same. 

The  changes  made  by  the  accountants  have  had  the  effect  of  considerably  reducing  the 
net  income  of  the  company  from  what  would  have  been  shown  following  the  methods  of 
making  up  the  accounts  in  previous  years,  but  the  balance  has  been  so  ample  no  objection 
has  been  raised. 

Heretofore  it  has  been  customary  only  to  include  in  the  expenses  such  claims  as  have 
been  settled  and  no  allowance  has  been  made  for  pending  litigation,  or  for  property  destroyed 
by  fire  until  replaced,  or  to  the  depreciation  of  the  equipment  in  service  until  taken  into 
the  shops  for  repair  or  retirement. 

In  this  year’s  expenses  not  only  are  included  all  that  has  been  actually  expended  for 
repairs  and  maintenance  of  equipment,  including  the  value  of  that  retired  from  service, 
but  an  allowance  has  been  made  to  cover  general  depreciation,  estimated  but  not  manifest, 
and  a sum  has  been  charged  sufficient  to  cover  all  probable  payments  necessary  to  settle 
outstanding  litigation,  and  fire  losses  not  yet  made  good  by  replacment  of  the  property 
destroyed. 

The  changes  are  undoubtedly  conservative  and  in  the  right  direction,  but  have  the  effect 
of  making  a comparison  with  previous  operations  of  little  value. 

An  Accident  and  Casualty  Fund  has  been  established  to  which  by  order  of  the  directors, 
there  is  to  be  paid  each  six  months  a sum  equal  to  two  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings  from 
passenger  business  for  the  previous  six  months,  and  out  of  said  funds  will  be  paid  all  settle- 
ments for  accidents  of  every  nature  to  passengers  and  employees  in  passenger  service, 
including  all  legal  expenses  other  than  of  the  regularly  employed  legal  department  of  the 
company. 

The  funds  are  placed  in  the  hands  of  three  trustees  elected  by  the  directors  and  invested 
in  accordance  with  rules  prescribed  by  the  Board  and  it  is  hoped  an  accumulation  will 
result  in  this  case  as  in  that  of  the  Insurance  Fund  that  will  become  in  time  a valuable  asset 
and  a protection  against  disaster  should  such  misfortune  occur. 

On  January  13,  1906,  the  directors  authorized  a gradual  reduction  of  the  local  passenger 
fares  to  a maximum  rate  of  two  cents  per  mile  figured  in  multiples  of  five. 

Commencing  March  1,  1906,  with  the  Berkshire  Division,  on  the  first  of  each  month  fol- 
owing  there  have  been  put  in  effect  tariffs  upon  this  basis  for  different  sections  of  the 
territory  served,  until  on  November  1,  1906,  the  whole  territory  served  by  the  company 
will  have  been  covered. 

Careful  watch  has  been  kept  of  the  results,  and  we  are  justified  from  the  returns  at  hand 
in  stating  that  the  business  has  been  stimulated  to  such  an  extent  an  increased  income, 
both  gross  and  net,  is  assured  as  a result  of  the  policy. 

Reductions  in  the  rates  upon  coal  from  tidewater  points  were  also  made  with  gratifying 
results  and  upon  the  completion  of  improved  facilities  for  discharge  from  vessels  to  cars 
already  authorized  and  in  progress,  it  is  the  intention  to  still  further  reduce  these  rates 
when  the  company  is  able  to  handle  efficiently  the  increased  business  such  reductions  are 
expected  to  bring. 
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Based  upon  last  year’s  volume  of  business  the  reductions  in  fares  and  in  the  rates  on 
tidewater  coal,  (without  an  increased  business  were  stimulated  as  an  offset)  would  have 
cost  the  company  $850,390.15  per  annum. 

Present  indications  are  that  this  prospective  loss  will  be  more  than  overcome  and  our 
business  this  year  show  a satisfactory  increase  over  last. 

The  stock  interest  acquired  in  other  companies  has  returned  to  the  treasurv  in  dividends 
more  than  the  cost  of  carrying  the  same  in  interest  charges  in  all  cases  but  that  of  the 
Central  New  England  Railway  company. 

The  cost  of  the  repairs,  maintenance  and  reconstruction  of  the  Poughkeepsie  Bridge 
have  absorbed  all  the  available  net  income  of  that  company,  and  this  will  probably  continue 
until  that  work  is  completed. 

The  capital  stock  of  your  company  has  been  increased  by  the  issue  of  33,571  shares,  and 
the  indebtedness  by  the  following  issues  of  securities:

The  retirement  of  the  floating  debt,  the  result  of  the  purchase  of  the  control  of  the  stock 
of  the  New  York,  Ontario  & Western  Railway,  referred  to  in  the  last  annual  statement,  the 
retirement  of  the  outstanding  capital  stock  of  the  roads  merged,  and  the  purchase  of  securities 
of  subsidiary  lines  in  accordance  with  the  established  policy  of  the  company,  absorbed  the 
major  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  this  increased  capitalization. 

The  more  efficient  operation  of  the  property  the  past  year  has  resulted  in  marked  reduc- 
tions in  the  operating  expenses, — the  saving  in  the  cost  of  freight  car  service  alone  aggre- 
gating $661,061.1 1,  and  this  in  the  face  of  a largely  increased  business  handled. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  reduction  in  the  percentage  of  operating  expenses  to  gross 
income  and  it  is  confidently  believed  further  important  economies  are  possible  when  the 
improvements  now  approaching  completion  are  available.

Owing  to  opposition  in  Massachusetts  to  the  ownership  by  this  company  of  the  securities 
of  certain  street  railway  companies  in  that  state,  a sale  was  made  on  June  25,  1906,  of  all 
such  securities  (except  those  of  the  Worcester  & Webster  and  Webster  <fc  Dudley  Street 
Railway  companies,  which  are  also  held  under  leases  approved  by  the  properly  constituted 
authorities  of  the  State)  to  a voluntary  association  known  as  the  New  England  Investment 
and  Security  Company. 

Promissory  notes  were  given  for  the  payment  of  a sum  equivalent  to  the  cost  price  of  such 
securities  and  the  Association  issued  its  common  and  preferred  shares  to  a banking  house 
in  sufficient  amount  und^r  contract  of  sale  to  pay  said  notes  as  the  shares  are  disposed  of. 

Hereafter  the  interest  of  The  Consolidated  Railway  Company  will  be  limited  to  the 
securing  of  payment  of  tne  notes  which  were  given  for  the  securities  sold  and  to  limiting  its 
liability  upon  its  endorsement  upon  the  preferred  shares  of  the  association. 

An  option  of  call  at  105  upon  said  preferred  shares  was  given  in  consideration  of  the 
endorsement  ot  the  same,  and  it  is  believed  the  association  will  within  a reasonable  time 
develop  sufficient  financial  strength  to  enable  such  call  to  be  exercised  and  such  endorsement 
to  be  cancelled. 

The  securities  were  acquired  in  the  hope  and  opinion  that  the  union  of  the  lines  in  question 
into  one  company  through  the  construction  of  certain  connecting  links  and  feeders  which 
were  under  consideration,  would  have  developed  sufficient  earning  capacity  and  economy 
of  operation  to  have  made  the  securities  desirable  investments. 

It  was  useless,  however,  to  continue  the  investments  and  be”the  target  of  attack  and 
misrepresentation  that  would  have  been  the  result,  and  it  was  thought  better  to  retire 
without  loss  than  engage  even  in  successful  litigation  for  a profit  that  at  the  best  was  only 
prospective.

The  business  of  the  comoany  has  been  larger,  both  gross  and  net,  than  that  of  the  com- 
bined companies  constituting  the  present  company,  in  their  history,  notwithstanding  the 
severe  competition  the  company  has  been  subjected  to  at  Providence,  Fall  River  and  Bridge- 
port, and  the  prospects  for  business  for  the  ensuing  year  are  most  satisfactory.

Passenger  ears  are  heated  by  steam  and  Baker  heater,  lighted  by  oil,  Pintsch  gas,  acetylene 
and  electricity,  and  ventilated  by  deck  sash  and  electric  fans. 

The  Adams  Express  Company  operates  over  line,  the  consideration  being  a percentage  of 
the  gross  receipts. 

The  sleeping,  parlor  and  buffet  cars  are  owned  and  operated  by  this  company.  Joint  lines 
are  operated  in  connection  with  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  of  both  parlor  and  sleeping 
cars,  each  road  furnishing  its  quota,  based  on  mileage. 

Pullman  sleepers  and  parlor  cars  are  operated  between  Boston  and  Jersey  City,  filling  joint 
lines  with  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  between  Boston  and  Washington.  Pullman  cars  are 
also  run  jointly  with  the  Boston  and  Maine  and  other  roads,  between  New  York  city  and  the 
White  Mountains,  Bar  Harbor  and  Quebec.  The  average  charge  per  mile,  in  addition  to  the 
regular  passenger  rates,  is  approximately  4-10  of  one  cent. 

Sixteen  dining  cars  are  operated  between  Boston  and  New  York,  owned  by  this  company. 

The  cars  of  various  fast  freight  lines  and  other  companies  are  run  over  this  line;  for  the  use 
of  such  cars  this  company  pays  the  usual  mileage  or  per  diem,  and  charges  for  repairs  to 
same;  their  cars  and  freight  are  not  given  any  preference  in  speed  or  order  of  transportation.

Included  in  this  report  are  the  physical  statistics  and  result  of  operations  of  the  follow- 
ing roads,  which  are  leased  to  this  company: 

The  Clarion  River  Railway  (Pennsylvania). 

The  Kersey  Railroad  (Pennsylvania). 

The  Rochester,  Hornellsville  and  Lackawanna  (New  York). 

By  an  order  of  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  for  the  Western  District  of  Pennsylvania 
and  a like  order  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New  York,  both  made  and  entered 
August  1,  1905,  Frank  Sullivan  Smith  was  appointed  receiver  of  the  railroads,  franchises 
and  property,  real  and  personal,  of  the  Pittsburg,  Shawmut  and  Northern  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and  oh  that  date  the  receiver  took  possession  of  and  began  the  operation  of  the  prop- 
erties of  said  company. 

This  report  covers  the  entire  year’s  operations  of  the  property. 

The  following  explanation  of  the  funded  debt  is  contained  in  a letter  to  the  Board  under 
date  of  Oct.  30,  1906: 

* * * the  bonds  issued  under  the  original  first  mortgage,  dated  February  1,  1899, 

amounted  to  $6,000,000,  bearing  interest  at  5 per  cent.  A plan  was  made  in  1902  for  the 
conversion  of  these  5 per  cent,  bonds  into  4 per  cent,  bonds  under  a new  mortgage.  This 
arrangement  was  assented  to  by  all  of  the  holders  of  the  $6,000,000  in  5 per  cent,  bonds 
except  the  holders  of  $164,000  in  bonds.  Under  the  agreement  the  old  bonds  were  not  can- 
celed, but  were  to  be  held  by  the  trustee  until  the  holders  of  all  of  the  bonds  had  assented 
and  exchanged  their  old  bonds  for  new  bonds.

Details  of  Additions  or  Betterments  During  the  Year. 

The  most  important  item  of  additions  and  betterments  during  the  year  ending  June  30* 
1906,  consists  of  the  following: 

Olean  Terminal.  The  company  extended  its  tracks  into  properties  purchased  for  a pas- 
senger and  freight  terminal  at  Olean,  N.  Y.,  prepared  an  effective  delivery  yard  and  con- 
structed a brick,  tile  roofed  freight  and  office  building. 

Olean  Division  Revision.  The  company  reconstructed  largely  upon  a new  location  the 
Olean  branch,  extending  from  Olean  Junction  to  the  city  of  Olean,  N.  Y.,  a distance  of  9.1 
miles.  This  division  was  formerly  a narrow  gauge  railroad  with  excessive  curvature  and 
gradients,  and  the  revision  produces  a much  improved  line  in  respect  both  of  curves  and 
grades. 

A coaling  station  was  constructed  at  Angelica.  N.  Y. 

The  construction  company  having  the  contract  for  the  rehabilitation,  construction  and 
extension  of  the  Pittsburg,  Shawmut  and  Northern  Railroad  left  a considerable  amount  of 
uncompleted  work  when  released  from  its  contract,  in  the  placing  of  bridges,  ballasting, 
uncompleted  grades  and  embankments,  which  work  has  been  carried  on  by  the  railroad 
company  and  is  now  substantially  completed. 

The  credit  shown  under  “ engine  and  car  houses,  shop  machinery  and  tools,”  represents 
the  insurance  received  on  the  destruction  of  the  St.  Mary’s  engine  house  and  shop,  less  the 
expenditures  made  in  replacement  of  buildings,  shop  machinery  and  tools. 

Under  orders  duly  made  and  entered  by  the  courts  having  jurisdiction,  the  receiver  has 
been  authorized  to  make  extensive  revisions  of  the  railroad  with  the  view  of  reducing  exces- 
sive gradients  and  the  elimination  of  a large  proportion  of  the  curvature  of  the  present  line 
in  order  to  produce  a line  that  can  be  worked  economically.  The  engineering,  topographi- 
cal surveys  and  location  of  these  revisions  have  been  carried  on  during  the  last  year  and 
since  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  a part  of  the  work  of  revision  has  been  started. 

The  additions  to  the  account  “ road  built  by  contract  ” are  due  to  the  issue  to  the  con- 
struction company  of  stocks  and  bonds  in  settlement  and  adjustment  of  its  claims  under 
the  general  construction  contract. 

Equipment.  The  credit  to  locomotives  represents  the  approximate  value  of  two  small 
and  worn  out  locomotives  which  were  received  from  constituent  companies  in  consolida- 
tion without  specific  valuation.

BRIDGE  OPERATING  COMPANY. 

This  company  was  formed  for  the  operation  of  the  cars  over  the  “Williamsburgh”  bridge 
across  the  East  River,  owned  by  the  city  of  New  York.  An  agreement  was  made  on  May 
21,  1904,  between 

The  City  of  New  York, 

The  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company, 

The  Coney  Island  and  Brooklyn  Railroad  Company, 

New  York  City  Railway  Company, 

Bridge  Operating  Company, 

by  which  the  city  agrees  that  the  surface  tracks  and  the  electrical  equipment  of  the  bridge 
shall  be  operated  for  ten  years  from  September  1,  1904,  by  the  companies  named,  which 
operation  shall  be  continued  under  the  same  terms  and  conditions  “until  one  year  after  the 
Commissioner  of  Bridges  shall  have  notified  said  companies  to  cease  such  operation,  but  after 
the  expiration  of  said  period  either  of  said  four  companies  shall  have  the  right  to  cease 
operation  provided  it  shall  have  given  the  Commissioner  one  year’s  notice  of  its  intention 
so  to  do.”  “The  ‘Bridge  Company’  shall  pay  to  the  ‘City’  for  the  use  of  the  aforesaid 
electrical  equipment,  the  loops  and  other  terminal  facilities,  located  within  the  limits  of  the 
bridge  property,  pending  the  existence  of  this  contract,  a rental  of  ten  thousand  dollars  per 
annum,  payable  quarterly.” 

Also: 

“The  ‘Bridge  Company’  agrees  to  keep  and  maintain  the  surface  tracks  and  the  electrica 
equipment  thereof  in  good  order  and  repair,  and  in  such  manner  as  the  ‘Commissioner’  may 
approve  or  direct,  during  the  term  of  this  contract.” 

“The  ‘Bridge  Company’  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  a rate  of  fare  of  three  cents,  or  less,  for  a 
single  ticket  or  a single  fare,  entitling  each  person,  actually  or  apparently  more  than  three 
years  old,  to  one  passage  across  the  Bridge  between  the  terminals  of  the  surface  tracks,  and 
shall  keep  on  sale,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  approved  or  directed  by  the  ‘Commissioner,’ 
tickets  at  the  rate  of  two  tickets  for  five  cents,  each  of  which  tickets  shall  entitle  any  person 
actually  or  apparently  over  three  years  of  age  to  one  passage  across  the  Bridge  between  the 
terminals  of  the  surface  tracks;  and  the  ‘Bridge  Company’  shall  carry  every  person  actually 
and  apparently  under  three  years  of  age  free,  when  attended  by  a person  over  ten  years  of 
age.” 

“The  ‘City’  imposes  and  will  exact  the  sum  of  five  cents  per  round  trip  for  each  and  every 
car  operated  or  transported  by  each  of  said  four  companies,  respectively,  across  the  Bridge, 
and  by  each  Company  admitted  upon  said  Bridge  by  either  party  hereto.  Such  payment 
shall  be  made  to  the  ^Commissioner’  by  each  of  said  companies,  respectively,  from  time  to 
time,  at  such  intervals  as  the  ‘Commissioner’  shall  determine.” 

The  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company,  The  Coney  Island  and  Brooklyn  Railroad 
Company  and  New  York  City  Railway  Company  agree  that  “no  fare  in  addition  to  the  fare 
charged  and  paid  for  transportation  over  the  surface  railroads  of  said  companies,  respectively, 
shall  be  charged  to  through  passengers  for  transportation  across  the  Bridge  on  the  cars  of 
their  respective  lines,”  but  they  “may  charge  each  passenger  actually  or  apparently  over 
three  years  of  age,  transported  on  their  respective  cars  across  the  Bridge,  a fare  of  live  cents 
for  such  transportation,  * * *

For  history  of  organization,  etc.,  see  Report  of  1905. 

In  June,  1905,  this  company  took  over  by  merger  the  property  of  the  Cortland  & Homer 
Electric  Company,  all  the  capital  stock  of  which  belonged  to  this  company.  An  issue  of 
$500,000  of  5 per  cent,  bonds  was  duly  authorized  in  June,  1905,  $320,000  of  which  were 
issued  for  a contract  for  rebuilding  the  power  plant  and  existing  lines  and  for  extension  and 
equipment,  and  the  remainder,  $180,000,  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  a trustee  for  the  re- 
tirement when  deemed  practicable  of  the  former  issue  of  $180,000  4 per  cent,  bonds.  The 
$180,000  of  5 per  cent,  bonds  being  thus  held  in  escrew  are  in  no  sense  an  obligation  of  the 
company,  until  used  as  above. 

The  consolidation  entries  were  made  as  of  July  1,  1905,  the  value  of  capital  stock  of  the 
Electric  Company  being  represented  by  value  of  plant  and  equipment  taken  over. 

During  the  past  year  the  company  has  constructed  an  extension  to  its  Cortland  and  Homer 
line,  said  extension  beginning  at  the  old  terminus  in  the  north  of  Homer  village  and  running 
thence  a distance  of  five  miles  to  a point  north  of  Little  York  Lake,  at  which  place  a pavilion 
and  other  structures  were  erected  for  the  purpose  of  a recreation  park.  This  extension  was, 
with  the  exception  of  some  ballasting  and  finishing,  completed  during  the  present  fiscal 
year,  and  has  been  in  operation  since  November,  1905. 

The  company  also  extended  its  tracks  to  the  north  of  said  park,  a distance  of  about  two 
thousand  feet,  in  order  to  reach  a gravel  bed  upon  its  lands,  which  extension  to  said  gravel 
bed  will  be  part  of  the  proposed  Preble  extension  not  yet  made. 

'The  extension  to  Little  York  included  an  overhead  crossing  with  the  Lackawanna  Railroad 
at  the  north  of  Homer  village. 

The  company  also  constructed  a track  from  its  main  tracks  on  Homer  Avenue  in  the  city 
of  Cortland  to  its  power  house  and  thence  to  a connection  with  the  D.,  L.  & W.  R.  R.,  a dis- 
ance  of  about  1 , 300  feet. 

Extensive  rebuilding  of  power  plant,  addition  to  car  barn,  several  new  cars,  paving  and 
renewal  of  old  track  and  apparatus  was  undertaken  and  to  a large  extent  completed  during 
this  fiscal  year. 

The  8200,000  prererred  stock  heretofore  reported  has  been  converted  into  common  stock.

The  Eastern  New  York  Railroad  Company  was  organized  December  12,  1904,  under  the 
Railroad  Law  of  the  State  of  New  York,  Chapter  565,  Laws  of  1890,  for  the  purpose  of  pur- 
chasing and  operating  what  was  formerly  known  as  the  Ballston  Terminal  Railroad  Com- 
pany. 

On  January  12,  1905,  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  consented  to  an  increase  of 
the  capital  stock  of  the  company  from  $100,000  to  $1,750,000,  of  which  $400,000  only 
is  to  be  issued  without  the  further  consent  of  the  Board;  also,  on  the  said  date  the  said 
board  consented  to  the  issue  of  a mortgage  for  $1,750,000,  of  which  $500,000  only  is  to 
be  issued  without  further  consent  of  that  board. 

$300,000  of  stock  and  $300,000  of  bonds  were  issued  for  the  purchase  of  the  property 
which  was  also  subject  to  a real  estate  mortgage  of  $5,000,  which  property  was  turned  over 
to  this  company  under  an  order  of  the  Supreme  Court,  on  April  1,  1906.

Under  the  reorganization  plan  of  the  Hudson  Valley  Railway  Co.,  as  of  December  20,  1905, 
the  stock  and  bonds  of  the  North  River  Railway  were  purchased  and  are  now  owned  by  the 
Hudson  Valley  Railway  Co.,  and  all  rentals  due  on  the  lease  were  adjusted  at  that  time  and 
have  now  ceased  to  accrue. 

On  June  30,  1906,  the  board  of  directors  authorized  the  issue  of  $700,000  non-cumulative 
debenture,  “A”  bonds  and  $2,500,000  non-cumulative  debenture  “B”  bonds,  the  debenture 
“ A’s”  to  be  issued  in  exchange  for  20  per  cenj.  of  the  principal  of  the  H.  V.  Ry.  Consolidated 
Mortgage  Bonds  to  the  Treasury.  The  debentures  “B’s”  to  be  used  in  liquidating  liabilities 
of  the  Hudson  Valley  Railway  Co.  and  for  future  requirements. 

On  February  26,  1906,  the  stockholders  of  the  Hudson  Valley  Railway  Company  voted 
to  increase  the  capital  stock  from  $3,000,000  to  $5,500,000,  the  increase  stock  to  be  pre- 
ferred and  to  be  exchanged  for  debenture  “B”  bonds  after  two  years  from  March  1,  1906, 
and  within  twelve  years.  This  increase  of  stock  was  consented  to  by  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners  on  March  21, 1906. 

The  Collateral  Trust  Bonds  $645,000  are  collateralled  by  $1,290,000  Hudson  Valley 
Railway  Consolidated  5’s  in  Treasury. 

Track  amounting  to  75-100  miles  in  Glens  Falls  up  Lincoln  Avenue  and  into  Crandall 
Park  has  been  removed.

then  passed  into  the  hands  of  Receiver  S.  F.  Nixon,  of  Westfield,  N.  Y.,  in  foreclosure 
brought  by  the  Colonial  Trust  Co.  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  receiver  was  directed  to  oper- 
ate the  road  under  the  order  of  the  courts  of  New  York  and  Pennsylvania. 

The  receiver,  S.  F.  Nixon,  died  on  October  10,  1905.  The  road  was  then  operated  by  the 
General  Manager,  F.  J.  Cutting,  until  November  23,  1905,  when  H.  F.  Walton,  of  Philadel- 
phia, was  appointed  receiver  by  both  courts.  The  road  was  operated  under  his  receiver- 
ship to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.

The  following  are  extracts  from  the  report  of  the  company  to  its  stockholders: 

The  operations  of  the  past  fiscal  year  cover  a full  twelve  months  period  of  competition 
with  the  subway;  whereas  during  the  preceding  year  the  subway  was  in  operation  but  eight 
months,  and  then  only  over  a portion  of  its  present  system.  The  increase  of  almost  5 per 
cent,  in  the  gross  earnings  over  the  previous  year  realizes  the  expected  recovery  and  adjust- 
ment of  the  surface  railroad  traffic  under  the  new  conditions,  indicating  that  the  increase  in 
the  short-haul  business  is  rapidly  overcoming  the  loss  of  long-haul  traffic  that  has  gone  to 
the  subway. 

Fixed  charges: 

The  fixed  charges  include  the  increase  in  the  annual  rental  payable  under  The  Third  Ave' 
nue  R.ailroad  Company  lease,  which  for  four  years  from  April  13,  1906,  is  at  the  rate  of  6 
per  cent,  upon  The  Third  Avenue  Railroad  Company  stock  instead  of  5 per  cent.,  as  was 
the  case  for  the  two  preceding  years.  A slight  decrease  in  interest  has  resulted  from  the 
refunding  of  the  following  bonds  by  an  issue  of  Metropolitan  Street  Railway  Company  4 
per  cent,  refunding  bonds  reserved  for  that  purpose: 

$1,000,000,  second  mortgage  5 per  cent,  bonds,  Broadway  Surface  Railroad  Company. 

$50,000  first  mortgage  6 per  cent,  bonds,  Forty-second  Street  and  Grand  Street  Ferry 
Railroad  Company. 

$50,000,  first  mortgage  6 per  cent,  bonds,  Twenty-third  Street  Railway  Company. 

$150,000,  5 per  cent,  debentures,  Twenty-third  Street  Railway  Company. 
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Neiv  construction,  extensions  and  improvements: 

Extensive  improvements  and  additions  have  been  made  to  the  property  during  the  year 
in  converting  horse  lines  to  the  standard  electric  system  of  underground  conduit  ; replacing 
single-track  road  with  double-track  road,  making  important  connections  in  existing  lines  by 
construction  of  new  electric  track  and  rebuilding  and  enlarging  car  houses  to  provide  in- 
creased facilities  for  housing  the  additional  equipment  acquired. 

The  more  important  work  completed  or  undertaken  during  the  year  follows: 

Borough  of  Manhattan. 

The  145th  street  line  of  the  Fort  George  and  Eleventh  Avenue  Eailroad  Company  has 
been  completed  from  Broadway  to  Eighth  avenue  and  put  in  full  operation,  connecting  the 
east  side  and  west  side  lines  of  the  subway,  and  also  connecting  the  Kingsbridge  line  by  a 
short  cut  with  the  elevated  road  at  145th  street  in  place  of  the  longer  route  to  125th  street. 

The  rebuilding  of  the  Grand  street  line  from  the  East  Eiver  to  the  North  Eiver  has  been 
completed  and  is  now  under  electric  operation  from  river  to  river,  with  a branch  line  to 
Brooklyn  operating  over  the  Delancey  street,  Essex  street  and  Clinton  street  improvements 
and  across  the  Williamsburgh  bridge. 

The  necessary  alterations  to  the  Corlears  street  and  Grand  street  car  houses  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  new  electric  cars  of  the  Grand  street  line  were  completed. 

The  rebuilding  of  the  129th  street  and  Amsterdam  avenue  car  house  No.  1 is  well  under 
way  and  will  be  in  condition  this  fall  to  accommodate  about  100  more  electric  cars  than 
formerly. 

The  enlargement  of  the  Second  avenue  car  house  at  96th  street  has  been  completed,  and 
it  now  has  facilities  for  accommodating  100  additional  cars. 

The  old  car  house  at  Ninth  avenue  and  54th  street,  which  was  partially  destroyed  by  fire, 
has  been  replaced  by  a modern  one-story  fire  proof  building,  calculated  to  carry  three  addi- 
tional stories  when  required.  The  40  electric  cars  to  replace  those  lost  in  the  fire  have  been 
purchased  and  received. 

The  car  house  located  at  42d  street  and  Twelfth  avenue  which  was  entirely  destroyed  by 
fire  early  in  the  spring  is  now  in  course  of  reconstruction.  Tt  is  being  replaced  by  a modern 
fire  proof  one-story  building  more  adapted  to  the  requirements  of  the  company  and  with 
the  capacity  to  accommodate  65  electric  cars.  This  building  is  designed  and  arranged  for 
the  construction  of  two  additional  stories.  The  new  cars  to  replace  those  lost  and  partially 
destroyed  by  this  fire  have  been  ordered  for  fall  delivery. 

Thirty-two  long  closed  cars  have  been  added  to  the.  equipment  of  the  company  in  addi- 
tion to  the  new  cars  purchased  to  replace  those  destroyed  by  fire. 

Electric  switches  have  been  installed  at  many  important  points,  thereby  eliminating  the 
necessity  for  the  employment  of  special  switchtenders. 

Borough  of  the  Bronx  and  Westchester  County. 

An  important  connection  was  made  across  the  new  Bronx  river  bridge  at  Westchester 
avenue,  which,  with  a new  double  track  line  from  the  Bronx  river  to  Westchester  in  substi- 
tution for  the  old  single  track,  creates  a continuous  and  valuable  direct  line  from  129th 
street  and  Third  avenue  to  the  center  of  the  village  of  Westchester. 

The  White  Plains  road  from  Morris  Park  avenue  to  Olin  avenue  has  been  converted  from 
single  track  to  double  track,  making  a third  continuous  double  track  road  from  the  Bor- 
ough of  Manhattan  to  Mt.  Vernon. 

On  161st  street  an  additional  track  has  been  laid  from  Mott  avenue  to  Morris  avenue  with 
the  view  of  extending  the  double  track  road  to  Third  avenue. 

On  First  street,  Mt.  Vernon,  a double  track  extension  has  been  constructed  from  First 
avenue  to  Second  avenue  for  the  purpose  of  contributing  better  terminal  facilities  at  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  station. 

The  re-laying  of  tracks  on  south  Broadway  from  the  south  line  of  the  city  of  Yonkers  to 
Kingsbridge,  which  has  long  been  delayed  and  obstructed  pending  the  completion  of  the 
sewer  construction,  is  now  under  way,  and  when  completed  will  open  up  an  important  line 
connecting  the  city  of  Yonkers  with  the  subway  at  Kingsbridge. 

The  dangerous  grade  crossing  with  the  Port  Morris  Branch  of  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  Eiver  Eailroad  Company  on  Southern  boulevard  near  142d  street,  has  been  elimi- 
nated by  the  construction  of  a bridge  over  the  steam  railroad  tracks. 

The  new  car  house  at  Yonkers  has  been  completed  and  contributes  the  much  desired  im- 
provement in  the  facilities  for  the  economic  handling  of  the  cars  at  that  point. 

The  equipment  of  the  company  during  the  year  was  increased  by  the  purchase  of  25  long 
open  and  25  semi-convertible  cars,  which  cars  are  now  in  operation.  In  addition,  25  large 
closed  cars  are  now  being  built  for  delivery  early  in  the  fall. 

Applications  have  been  made  and  are  now  pending  for  about  fifteen  miles  of  double-track 
extensions  in  the  Borough  of  the  Bronx  and  its  outlying  districts,  which  extensions,  if 
granted,  will  develop  new  territory  and  meet  the  local  demand  for  additional  transporta- 
tion facilities. 

Special  franchise  taxes: 

The  litigation,  which  is  now  in  progress  to  support  the  contention  of  the  company  that 
the  assessments  levied  by  the  Board  of  Tax  Commissioners  are  excessive,  has  not  proceeded 
far  enough  to  permit  of  a definite  calculation  as  to  the  amount  of  the  reduction  which  may 
be  obtained  in  these  assessments.  Tt  is  expected,  however,  that  a substantial  reduction 
will  be  realized.  When  the  amount  of  the  special  franchise  taxes  has  been  finally  ascer- 
tained there  will  be  a corresponding  increase  in  the  charges  to  income  for  the  year  and  a 
proportionate  decrease  in  the  surplus  available  for  interest  and  other  fixed  charges. 

General: 

Several  pieces  of  real  estate  not  now  needed  in  the  business  of  the  company  have  been 
disposed  of  at  good  prices  and  the  proceeds,  $516,000,  deposited  with  the  trustees  under 
various  mortgages  subject  to  suchinvestment  as  the  trustees  may  approve.

The  liabilities  of  the  Utica  and  Mohawk  Valley  Railway  CompanyTforIimprovements  as 
stated  above  and  for  those  under  construction  to  June  30,  1906,  are  $469,965.48. 
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The  following  is  the  work  now  under  construction: 

Electrification  of  the  West  Shore  tracks  between  Utica  and  Syracuse,  third  rail  system. 

Relaying  track  and  paving  Genesee  street  between  West  Shore  Crossing  and  New  Hartford 
under  agreement  with  the  trustees  of  the  village  of  New  Hartford  and  State  Engineer  of 
New  York. 

Cutting  down  highway  and  tracks  between  Herkimer  and  Little  Falls  to  conform  to  the 
grading  and  improvements  being  made  by  the  State  for  good  roads. 

Paving  and  improving  track  at  State  and  Columbia  streets. 

Construction  of  a new  feed  line  extending  to  the  new  power  house  site. 

The  electricfication  of  3i  miles  of  West  Shore  railroad  tracks  between  Frankfort  and 
Herkimer  in  the  vicinity  of  the  villages  of  Ilion  and  Mohawk  is  known  as  overhead  construc- 
tion and  consists  of  the  necessary  cedar  poles  each  side  of  track,  80  feet  apart;  4.0  trolley 
wire,  500,000  c.  m.  feeder  wire;  two  new  bridges  and  approaches  from  and  to  the  West  Shore 
tracks  to  the  main  line  of  the  Utica  and  Mohawk  Valley  Railway  tracks. 

Work  on  this  portion  of  the  West  Shore  tracks  was  commenced  May  1st  and  operation 
began  December  15th,  1905. 

There  was  also  purchased  eight  single  track,  24  feet,  closed  cars  for  city  service  and  68 
Westinghouse  No.  93  motors  to  take  the  place  of  the  No.  36  motors  in  use.

Since  the  last  report  the  property  of  this  company  has  been  almost  totally  reconstructed, 
new  ties  have  been  put  in  on  a considerable  portion  of  the  road.  Weber  joints  have  been 
inserted  over  the  entire  road  and  all  turnout  and  siding  specialties  have  been  placed  in  the 
new;  the  track  has  been  electrically  bonded  in  its  entirety,  new  overhead  trolley  wire  has 
been  erected  on  new  supporting  devices  and  the  overhead  poles  have  been  renewed  wherever 
necessary. 

The  old  power  plant  in  Middletown  has  been  abandoned,  as  well  as  the  car  barn  and  a new 
site  selected  in  the  town  of  Wallkill,  near  Mechanicstown  on  the  O.  & W.  road,  upon  which 
has  been  erected  a new  brick  power  house  and  a new  car  barn  and  machine  shop,  new  engines 
and  boilers,  generators  and  switch  boards  with  all  necessary  tubing  for  steam  and  water 
have  been  placed  in  the  power  plant.  The  car  barn  and  machine  shop  have  been  equipped 
for  the  proper  housing  and  repair  of  the  cars. 

Four  new  cars  and  two  second-hand  car  bodies  have  been  purchased  and  equipped  with 
new  101  B Westinghouse  motors.  New  motors  have  like  wise  been  put  on  a number 
of  the  cars  and  such  as  were  capable  of  repair  have  been  put  in  new  condition.  This  work 
was  all  completed,  or  almost  so,  .by  the  first  day  of  May,  1906,  and  at  that  date  this  company 
took  possession  of  the  property  from  the  hands  of  the  contracting  company. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  contract  between  this  company  and  the  Paxtang  Construction 
Company,  the  construction  company,  the  latter  company  was  to  receive  all  the  proceeds 
from  operation  and  pay  all  expenses  therefrom,  as  likewise  all  interest  upon  the  funded  debt 
during  the  year  of  construction.  This  contract  was  so  made  for  the  benefit  of  this  company, 
for  the  reason  that  from  its  dilapidated  condition  at  the  time  the  property  was  purchased 
and  the  serious  uncertainty  as  to  whether  the  property  could  be  operated  until  it  was  com- 
pleted or  during  the  whole  reconstruction  period  as  "well,  as  by  reason  of  the  amount  of 
interference  with  operation  by  the  construction  company  that  the  responsibility  as  between 
the  two  companies  should  be  fixed. 

This  contract  resulted  in  a slight  loss  to  the  construction  company  as  shown  by  this  report, 
which  amounted  to  $2,011.43,  which  money,  under  the  contract,  the  Paxtang  Construction 
Company  paid  to  this  company  on  the  first  of  May,  1906,  at  the  time  the  property  was  taken 
over. 

Thus  this  company  on  the  first  of  May,  1906,  started  the  operation  of  its  new  property 
without  any  liabilities  except  its  funded  debt  and  taxes  for  the  year  1906.

The  railroad  of  the  Pennsylvania,  New  York  and  Long  Island  Railroad  Company  extends 
from  the  State  Line  under  the  North  River  by  two  single  track  tunnels,  to  the  west  side  of 
the  proposed  Terminal  Station  at  Tenth  avenue  and  West  32d  street,  New  York  city.  This 
station  is  what  is  known  as  a “ through  ” or  “ double  terminal  ” station,  not  only  serving 
the  traffic  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  from  the  west,  but  also  that  of  the  Long  Island 
Railroad  from  the  east.  It  extends  from  Tenth  avenue,  between  31st  and  33d  streets,  and 
underneath  the  said  streets,  and  also  underneath  Seventh,  Eighth  and  Ninth  avenues,  and 
at  the  track  level  covers  an  area  of  about  31  acres. 

Eastward  from  the  station  there  are  four  tunnels;  two  under  32nd  and  two  under  33rd 
streets,  thence  under  the  East  River,  emerging  in  Long  Island  City  in  a large  terminal  yard, 
and  there  connecting  with  the  Long  Island  Railroad  system  and  with  the  New  York  Con- 
necting Railroad,  which  will  form  the  proposed  connection  with  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
and  Hartford  Railroad. 

The  general  condition  of  the  construction  work  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

The  North  River  tunnels,  extending  from  the  East  end  of  the  western  shaft,  in  Weehawken, 
N.  J.,  to  the  Manhattan  shaft  near  11th  avenue,  New  York  city,  have  been  excavated,  the 
iron  lining  laid  under  the  river,  and  the  concrete  lining  is  being  inserted.  (The  portion  in 
New  Jersey  is  owned  by  the  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey  and  New  York  Railroad  Company.) 

From  the  Manhattan  shaft  to  the  east  side  of  10th  avenue,  the  excavation  is  about  67 
per  cent,  completed,  and  about  14  per  cent,  of  the  concrete  had  been  laid,  and  from  the  last 
mentioned  point  to  the  west  side  of  9th  avenue  about  11  per  cent,  of  the  excavation  has 
been  made. 

On  the  Manhattan  Terminal  site  the  excavation  is  entirely  completed  between  8th  and 
7th  avenues,  and  nearly  completed  between  9th  and  8th  avenues  and  31st  and  33rd  streets, 
and  the  foundations  for  several  columns  of  the  Terminal  Station,  and  51  column  founda- 
tions for  the  31st  and  33rd  street  viaducts  constructed,  while  the  steel  work  for  the  south 
half  of  the  8th  avenue  viaduct  is  erected,  and  work  is  being  pushed  on  the  excavation  for 
the  north  half. 

Of  the  excavation  for  the  twin  tunnels  under  33rd  street  from  the  Manhattan  Terminal 
site  to  the  Manhattan  shafts,  near  the  East  River,  70  per  cent,  is  completed,  and  for  the 
twin  tunnels  under  32nd  street,  extending  between  the  same  points,  and  about  58  per  cent, 
has  been  completed. 

Between  the  Manhattan  shafts  and  the  Long  Island  City  shafts  about  19  per  cent,  of  the 
excavation  for  the  four  East  River  tunnels  is  completed  and  iron  lined. 

About  76  per  cent,  of  the  excavation-  for  the  tunnels  east  of  the  Long  Island  shafts  i9 
completed,  and  about  64  per  cent,  iron  lined.
